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1 No. 135 Bristol Bulldog. The most famousof 
the inter-war R A F. fighters, the Bulldog of the 
early '30s has long been awaited in kit form. 

2 No. 130 Hannover CL.III. An unusual but 
successful German two seater of World War I and 
one of the first escort fighters. 

3 No. 132 Hawker Demon. An extremely 
colourful fighter from the pre-war era. the Demon 
was a development of the famous Hart bomber 
biplane. 

4 No. 131 D.H.4. The most efficient day bomber 
of the first World War, the D.H.4 was also used for 
many years in the United States. 



5 No. 90 Albatros D.V. This was one of the fast 
single seater scouts extensively used by the 
German Air Force in World War I. 

6 No. 89 Sopwith 2FI 'Camel*. One of Britain's 
most successful fighters in World War I, this model 
represents the Royal Naval Air Service Camel' 
which destroyed the Zeppelin L.53. 

7 No. 120 Roland C-ll. This World War I recon- 
naissance machine was so successful it was 
developed into a fighter. Its streamlined shape 
gave it the name of Walfisch (Whale). 

8 No. 82 Gloster 'Gladiator'. The first R A F. 
fighter to have a totally enclosed cockpit, the 
'Gladiator' won fame during the siege of Malta. 



9 No. 1 28 Avro 504 K. The greatest trainer of all 
time, over 8,000 were built from 1 91 4 onwards in 
a great variety of versions. 

10 No. 96 R.E.8. The most important of the British 
reconnaissance aircraft of World War I, R.E.8‘s 
carried out the dangerous task of artillery 
observation. 

11 No. 88 FokkerDr.lTriplane. Germany's most 
famous fighter in World War I and the machine 
flown by her greatest aces, including Baron Von 
Richthofen. 



12 No. 85 Bristol Fighter F.2B. Affectionately 
known as the Brisfit' it was the most popular of 
the two-seat fighters and remained in service from 
191 6 until 1931. 

13 No. 129 Spad VII. The diminutive Spad was 
used by French, British and American units in 
World War I. This model is in the markings of one 
of the greatest French aces. 

14 No. 95 De Havilland Tiger Moth' II. 

Retired from the R A F. in 1 947 after fifteen years 
service, the 'Tiger Moth' trainer is still to be seen at 
almost every club aerodrome flying as well as ever. 
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1 No. 125 Republic P-47D 'Thunderbolt'. 

One of the heaviest and most powerful single 
engined fighters of World War II. Optional 
markings. 

2 No. 84 Westland 'Lysander' II. An army co- 
operation aircraft, also used for 'cloak and dagger' 
missions behind enemy lines in occupied Europe. 

3 No. 136 Henschel Hs123 A-1. First in combat 
in the Spanish Civil War, the Hs 1 23 served first as 
a dive-bomber and later in the ground attack role 
in Poland, France and Russia in the Second World 
War. 

4 No. Ill Boulton Paul Defiant' N.F.I. The 

rotating turret and elevating guns of the full size 



aircraft are faithfully duplicated in this kit of the 
famous night-fighter. 

5 No. 127 Fiesler 'Storch'. Best known of all 
German observation and liaison aircraft, the 
'Storch' was the personal transport of top German 
generals. Optional markings. 

6 No. 121 Commonwealth CA-13 
'Boomerang'. This, the first Australian fighter, 
was a panic measure designed, built and flown in 
a matter of weeks. Transfers are included for both 
4 and 5 squadrons R.A.A.F. 

7 No. 93 De Havilland 88 'Comet' Racer. One 
of Britain's most successful pre-war designs, the 
Comet' won the England to Australia race in 1 934. 



8 No. 126 Fiat G.50 bis. Although under- 
powered and out-gunned by Allied fighters, the 
G.50 served with the Italian Air Force until the end 
of World Ward. 

9 No. 124 Westland H.A.R. I. This helicopter is 
in the colourful markings of H.M.S. Protector's 
flight operating in the Antarctic. 

10 No. 91 JunkersJu.87B. The infamous 'Stuka* 
was a major weapon of the blitzkrieg' at the 
beginning of the war but proved too vulnerable to 
use against determined fighter opposition. 

11 No. 115 Vought F4U-ID Corsair'. 
Immediately recognisable by its inverted gull 



wing, the 'Corsair' of the U.S. Navy performed 
brilliantly against the Japanese in the Pacific. 

12 No. 112 North American 'Harvard'. The 
most widely used Allied trainer during the War and 
still in use. this model has the colourful markings 
of the Civil Air Patrol. 

13 No. 98 North American P-51 D 'Mustang'. 

One of the fastest piston-engined fighters of 
World War II, used again operationally in Korea. 
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1 No. 86 Messerschmitt Bf 109 G.6. Best 
known of all German fighters, the version 
lepresented here was introduced in 1942 and 
includes optional armament and transfer 
markings. 

2 No. 101 Focke-Wulf Fw. 190D. 

Long-nosed version of the German fighter of 
World War II. Complete with bomb for its ground 
attack role. 

3 No. 117 Grumman 'Wildcat'. The sturdy and 
reliable Wildcat' served with the U S. Navy and 
the Fleet Air Arm and transfers for both are 
included in this kit. 

4 No. 102 Douglas A4D I 'Skyhawk'. One of 



the smallest carrier-based aircraft built, the 700 
m.p.h. 'Skyhawk' is capable of carrying an atomic 
bomb. 

5 No. 92 Hawker 'Hurricane' IV R.P. Together 
with the 'Spitfire', the Hurricane' gained fame in 
the Battle of Britain. This is a late model complete 
with rocket armament. 

6 No. 81 Supermarine 'Spitfire' IX. The most 
famous fighter of the Second World War, provided 
here in the markings of British ace 'Johnny' 
Johnson. D.S.O., D.F.C. 

7 No. 118 Curtiss P-40E 'Kittyhawk'. The first 
'Kittyhawks' to go into action were used by the 
R A F. in the Western Desert and this model 



includes the colourful Shark's teeth insignia. 

8 No. 104 Grumman 'Gosling'. Known as the 
Widgeon' in the U S A., this amphibian served 
with the U S. Coast Guard and the Royal Navy. 

9 No. 108 Mitsubishi A6M2 'Zero'. Celebrated 
Japanese wartime aircraft. Used as a fighter, 
trainer, dive bomber and eventually as a suicide 
plane. 

lONo. 110 Messerschmitt Me 262 A. The 

world's first turbojet to be used in operations, the 
Me 262 marked the peak of German design in 
World Warll. 

1 1 No. 107 Hawker 'Typhoon' 1 B. Known as 
the 'Tank Buster', the 'Typhoon' specialised in 



attacking ground targets and played an important 
part in the liberation of Europe. 

12 No. 114 Yak 9D. Probably the most famous of 
Soviet World War II fighters the Yak was a simple 
but extremely efficient machine. 

13 No. 119 Bell P-39 Q 'Airacobra*. The 
unorthodox P-39 had its engine mounted behind 
the pilot and had a tricycle undercarriage. 
Supplied with American and Russian markings 

1 4 No. 99 Westland 'Whirlwind'. A single seat 
twin engined fighter employed for low level 
attacks on shipping and rail transport until 
replaced by the 'Typhoon'. 
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1 No. 1 23 Northrop F-5A 'Freedom Fighter'. 

Designed specifically for use by the smaller Air 
Forces of the West. The Iranian Air Force markings 
are included with this kit. 

2 No. 97 MiG-15. For many years the Com- 
munist's standard fighter, the MiG-15 was used 
in Korea. Supplied with alternative Russian and 
Polish transfers. 

3 No. 106 Fiat G.91 R.l. Serving with NATO as 
a reconnaissance fighter and is capable of landing 
and taking off from grass fields. 

4 No. 109 'Jet Provost' Mk.3. This current 
R.A.F. trainer can be armed and optional rocket 
armament is included in the kit. 



5 No. 105 Armstrong Whitworth 'Seahawk'. 

One of the most efficient carrier-borne fighter 
bombers and this kit contains parts for building 
either a German or Roval Naval version. 

6 No. 116 Folland 'Gnat*. Currently serving as 
the standard advanced R.A.F. trainer, the 'Gnat, 
can be fitted with long range tanks and rockets 
included in this kit. 

7 No. 1 03 Auster 'Antarctic'. This version was 
employed on Antarctic expeditions and is supplied 
with full markinas and a choice of landing gear. 

8 No. 133 Cessna 0-2. Developed from the very 
successful Cessna Super Skymaster. the unusual 

"push and puli'' 0-2 is being produced for the 



U.S.A.F. for forward air control and observation 
duties. It can be equipped to carry weapons and 
these are included in this kit. 

9No. 134 De Havilland Chipmunk. Designed 
as a successor to the famous Tiger Moth and first 
produced in Canada in 1946. The Chipmunk was 
adopted as the standard basic trainer by the R.A.F. 
and is still in widespread use today. 
lONo. 87 Supermarine S6B. I he racer which 
won the Schneider Trophy outright in 1931; 
modelled on the actual aircraft displayed in the 
Science Museum. London. 



11 No. 100 Saunders-Roe S.R. 53. This re- 
search fighter was the first British aircraft to em- 
ploy both a turbojet and a rocket motor; 'Fire- 
streak' missiles are included. 

12 No. 122 Westland 'Scout'. The standard 
general purpose helicopter of the British Army, a 
superbly detailed kit with both British and Jor- 
danian transfers. 

13 No. 113 Hawker P.1127. The world's first 
operational aircraft designed for vertical take-off 
and landing. Model features rotating jet nozzles 
and optional position undercarriage. 
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1 No. 253 Grumman F6F Hellcat. An out- 
standing Naval fighter of the Second World War. 
which served mainly in the Pacific. This kit in- 
cludes U.S. and Royal Navy transfers. 

2 No. 283 Bristol 'Beaufighter' T.F.X. 
Initially a night fighter, later variants were used for 
torpedo bombing and as a long range fighter. 
This model is of a torpedo carrying Mark X. 

3 No. 284 Lockheed P-38 J 'Lightning'. One 
of the most distinctive aircraft to be seen in World 
War II was the twin-boom Lightning' used in 
Europe, mainly for escort duties, and in the Pacific. 

4 No. 286 Messerschmitt Me.110 D. When 
used in the Battle of Britain it was outclassed by 
6 



the British fighters. Afterwards used in fighter- 
bomber and night fighter roles. 

5 No. 266 Henschel Hs129. Used mainly on 
the Russian front, the Hsl 29 was extremely effec- 
tive in close support. Included in this kit is the 
long 'tank busting' gun. 

6 No. 264 Douglas TBD-1 Devastator. When 
the U S A. entered the war the Devastator was the 
standard torpedo bomber and played an impor- 
tant part in the early Pacific battles. Colourful pre- 
war transfers are included. 

7 No. 263 Grumman J2F-6 Duck. The Duck 
amphibian was a widely used utility aircraft which 
was in production for ten years, until 1945. This 



kit includes optional wartime and post-war U.S. 
Navy markings. 

8 No. 282 Supermarine 'Walrus' II. Entered 
service in 1 935 as a fleet spotter but won wartime 
fame for its exploits on air-sea rescue duties. 

9 No. 294 Aichi D3AI 'Val'. The standard 
Japanese dive bomber at the beginning of World 
War II spearheaded the attack on Pearl Harbour. 

10 No. 293 IL-2 M.3 Stormovik'. The best 
known of all Russian wartime aircraft. One of the 

few aircraft produced specifically for ground 
attack and close support. A retractable under- 
carriage and moving ailerons are featured. 

11 No. 296 Vertol 107-11. Produced in both 



military and civil versions and now in world wide 
service, the Vertol 107 is a compact twin turbine 
helicopter with an extremely high performance. 
Complete with operating features and Royal 
Swedish Navy transfers. 

12 No. 298 Fairey 'Firefly' 5. The best of the 
British built Fleet Air Arm fighters. Went into ser- 
vice in 1 943 and late marks continued in use until 
1 956. This Firefly' operated in Korea. 

13 No. 290 English Electric 'Lightning' F.1A. 
First British combat aircraft with suDersomc Der 
formance. the Lightning is the main equipment 
of RAF Fighter Command. The kit includes 
missile armament and transfers for 1 1 1 Squadron 
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1 No. 254 MiG-21. This is a high performance 
fighter with almost the same performance as the 
most sophisticated western aircraft. 

2 No. 289 Avro 'Anson' I. One of the longest 
careers of any aircraft, both in civil and military 
versions. The kit includes transfers for an RAF. 
'Anson' flown by an all Dutch crew. 

3 No. 261 Curtiss SB2C Helldiver. Both the 
SB2C-4 and 5 versions can be made from this 
kit of the U.S. carrier-based dive bomber which 
played an important part in the defeat of Japan. 
Optional transfers are provided. 

4 No. 285 Fairey 'Swordfish' II. Affectionately 
known as the 'Stringbag', the 'Swordfish' was al- 



ready out-dated at the beginning of World War II, 
but remained in service until the end. Complete 
with both rocket and torpedo armament. 

5 No. 251 Vought 'Kingfisher'. Built in both 
land plane and float plane variants and served 
with the U.S: services and the Royal Navy. This 
kit includes optional landing gear and transfers 
for both pre-war and wartime machines. 

6 No. 295 Mitsubishi 'Dinah'. One ofthemost 
beautifully streamlined aircraft to emerge from 
the Second World War, the 'Dinah' was the most 
important Japanese reconnaissance aircraft and 
some late versions were used as fighters. 

7 No. 292 Dassault 'Mirage' IIIC. Currently 



serving with the French, Australian, South African 
and Israeli Air Forces, the fine lines of this modern 
French delta wing fighter are fully captured in this 
model. 

8 No. 288 Hawker 'Hunter' F.6. Supplied to 
many foreign Air Forces as well as the R.A.F. It 
features a removable gun pack, under-wing load 
and includes transfers for one of the 'Black 
Arrows' of 1 1 1 Squadron R.A.F., plus a Swiss 
fighter. 

9 No. 291 F-104G 'Starfighter'. One of the 

standard NATO aircraft. The model is complete 
with a choice of Canadian or West German 
markings. 



10 No. 255 Beagle Basset. The Beagle B206 is 
used in a communication role. The kit provides 
authentic transfers for R A F. Transport Command. 

11 No. 256 Angel Interceptor. Straight from 
the television series Captain Scarlet. This exciting 
but simple kit reproduces one of the Angel 
jets piloted by glamorous females. 

12. No. 269 SAAB Draken. In service with the 
Swedish and Danish Air Forces.the "doubledelta'' 
Draken is used as a fighter and for photo recon- 
naissance. Under wing racks carry a wide range of 
weapons. 
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1 No. 265 North American OV-IOA Bronco. 

Now in service with the U.S.A.F. and the U.S. 
Marines and one of the most versatile combat 
aircraft over built. The Bronco is designed to carry 
out a wide variety of roles in counter insurgency 
and limited-war operations. A variety of external 
loads is provided as are optional transfers. 

2 No. 267 Focke-Wulf Fw 189. The most 
important of the Luftwaffe's reconnaissance 
machines in World War II, the Fw 189 was used 
mainly on the Russian front. It was a rugged 
aircraft capable of operating under the worst con- 
ditions and of absorbing enormous punishment. 

3 No. 260 Douglas A-1J Skyraider. Is a long 
obsolete attack aircraft which has achieved fame 



in the Vietnam war. Optional markings for U.S. 
Navy or combat camouflage. 

4 No. 257 Bristol Blenheim IV. An outstanding 
aircraft of World War II. operated as a bomber and 
a fighter. Both versions can be modelled from the 
kit which includes Free French transfers 

5 No. 297 TBM-3 'Avenger*. A Grumman 
design produced by General Motors. It was the 
most famous of all American torpedo bombers and 
served for many years with the U.S. and allied 
navies. 

6. No. 258 Pe-2. One of the best light bombers in 
the world, with high speed and good armament. 
The Russian Pe-2 remained in service long after 
the war. 



7 No. 268 Gloster Meteor III. The only allied 
jet to see service in the Second World War, the 
Meteor was used against the V- 1 flying bomb and 
the last stages of the advance into Germany. Later 
marks of the Meteor served the R A F. for many 
years after the war. 

8 No. 252 Douglas 'Dauntless'. The carrier- 
based Dauntless' was the most effective of the 
U.S. Navy dive bombers. The kit has optional 
parts for producing any of the main variants. 

9 No. 259 Fairey Battle. This large single- 
engined bomber was the standard equipment of 
the R A F. in 1939. High losses led to its with- 
drawal and re-introduction as a trainer. 



1 0 No. 299 Arado Ar 1 96. This floatplane spotter 
and light bomber was carried mainly on German 
battleships. 

11 No. 287 H.D.L. Hovercraft SR-N1. The 

first practical hovercraft, developed to prove the 
principle discovered by Mr. C. S. Cockerell. 

12 No. 266 Hawker Siddeley Harrier. The 
vertical take-off Harrier is developed from the 
P.1127. The kit contains a selection of external 
armament loads and can be assembled with the 
undercarriage retracted or lowered. 

13 No. 281 De Havilland 'Mosquito' F B VI. 
The Wooden Wonder' was one of the outstanding 
British aircraft of World War II. This kit is of a 
rocket carrying Mosquito' of 487 Squadron 
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1 No. 389 Hawker Siddeley Dominie. This is 
the military version of the highly successful civil 
H.S. 125 business jet and is now in service for 
advanced training with the R.A.F. 

2 No. 388 McDonnell F-4B Phantom. A two- 
seat shipboard fighter, the 4B is serving with the 
U.S. Navy and Marine Corps and the 4C with the 
U.S. Air Force. It is one of the fastest aircraft in 
the world and is capable of carrying an enormous 
armament load. 



3 No. 387 Junkers Ju 88 A-4. The most versatile 
of all German bombers. A superbly detailed model 
can be made from this 127 piece kit which in- 
cludes full armament and aircrew. 

4 No. 386 Lockheed 'Hudson' 1. This was the 
first American aircraft to be used operationally 
during the Second World War. Included in this 
model are retracting undercarriage, rotating gun 
turret and movable control surfaces. 



5 No. 383 Dornier Do. 217E-2. An extremely 
efficient German aircraft progressively developed 
throughout the Second World War. This 81 part kit 
includes conversions for either level or dive 
bomber versions. 

6 No. 391 B.A.C. Jaguar. The Jaguar is the 
outcome of a joint Anglo/French programme to 
develop a supersonic strike aircraft and trainer. 
Two hundred Jaguars have been ordered for each 
country. 



7 No. 381 De Havilland Heron' Mk. II. One of 

Britain's most successful post-war aircraft. The 
kit includes passengers and steps and is complete 
with a retractable undercarriage and alternative 
set of transfers. 

8 No. 385 Douglas 'Boston' III. One of the 

most important of Allied tactical bombers in 
World War II. several versions being used by the 
R.A.F. American and Russian Air Forces. 
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1. No. 395 SAAB Viggen. The unique design 
of the Viggen has been selected to give extremely 
short take-off and landing runs, enabling it to 
operate from roads as well as runways. The Viggen 
is now in production for the Swedish Air Force. 

2 No. 382 Bristol 192 'Belvedere*. First flew in 
1958 and was the first helicopter to have true 
twin-engine safety, being able to fly and land on 
only one of its two engines. Now in service with 
the R.A.F. in the Far East. 



3 No. 394 Blohm & Voss Bv 141. The asym- 
metrical Bv 141 was one of the strangest aircraft 
of World War II. The design was intended to give 
all round visibility essential in the reconnaissance 
role and although it achieved some success it 
never replaced the Fw 189 

4 No. 390 SH-3D Sea King. The Sikorsky Sea 
King helicopter currently in service with the U S. 
Navy and now selected for production in Britain. 
Sonar equipment, torpedos and depth charges are 
all included in this highly detailed kit. 



5. No. 393 Lunar Module. Complete with 
astronauts, lunar surface experiments and the 
American flag, this intricately detailed kit builds 
into an exact replica of the Lunar Module on its 
moon base. (See also page 22). 

6 No. 384 Blackburn NA.39 'Buccaneer'.. 
A really up-to-date strike aircraft currently in t 
service with the Royal Navy and with the South 
African Air Force. The model has such operating 
features as a rotating bomb bay, folding nose cone 
and wings and optional position airbrakes. 



7 No. 392 Handley Page Jetstream. The 

British Jetstream has been selected by the U.S.A.F. 
as the C-10A for use in a wide variety of roles 
including aero-medical and communications. 
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1 No. 487 Savoia- Marchetti S.M.79. This, the 
'Sparviero'. was the most efficient of all Italian 
bombers in World War II and was developed from 
the experience of the Spanish Civil War. This 1 03 
part kit is of the torpedo carrying version. 

2 No. 481 Vickers Armstrong 'Wellington' 
Bill. Popularly known as the Wimpey'. this was 
the standard R.A.F. night bomber in the early war 
years. More 'Wellingtons' were produced than any 
other British bomber. 1 1.450 of all versions being 
completed. 



3 No. 485 North American B-25 'Mitchell'. 

A 1 20 piece kit containing all the conversion parts 
required to build a B-25J. modified J or a B-25H. 
Working parts include movable control surfaces, a 
rotating gun turret and opening bomb doors. 

4. No. 488 General Dynamics Fill A. The first 
swing- wing aircraft to become operational. Builds 
into accurate model with operating wings and 
U.S. markings. 

5 No. 489 Ford Trimotor. During the late 
twenties and early thirties the most widely used 



airliner was the Ford Tin Goose'. Kit includes 
transfers for one of several examples still flying 
today. 

6 No. 486 Northrop P-61 'Black Widow'. The 

first American aircraft to be designed specifically 
as a night fighter. 'Black Widows' operated both 
in Europe and in the Pacific and this 114 part kit is 
of a Pacific theatre P-61. Optional parts and 
transfers are included for building either of the 
two main variants. 
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1. No. 492 North American Vigilante. The 

RA-5C is a development of the twin-jet carrier- 
based Vigilante series, with the latest recon- 
naissance equipment carried in a pod beneath 
the fuselage. It can also be used as a Mach 2 
bomber. 



'Dakota' of the old 'Silver City Airways' and extra 
transfers and alternative parts for a C-47 transport 
of the United States Army Air Force in the Second 
World War markings. 



carrying. This 115 part kit includes operating tail 
doors, a retractable undercarriage and detailed 
cockpit interior. 

4 No. 491 Handley Page Hampden. The un- 
usual looking Hampden bomber was operated by 
the R.A.F. through most of World War II, first 
as a bomber and later for mine laying and torpedo 
dropping. 

5 No. 484 Heinkel Helll H-20. Best known of 



all the German medium bombers, it was de- 
veloped in the light of Spanish Civil War ex- 
perience. During the Battle of Britain the He III 
was the mainstay of the Luftwaffe assault. 

6 No. 490 Ilyushin IL-28. One of the earliest 
Russian jet-bombers that is still serving with 
many Eastern Bloc countries. Optional Polish 
Chinese, and Czechoslovakian markings. 



3 No. 482 Fairey 'Rotodyne'. One of the most 
ambitiousof British post-wardesigns. Itcombined 
2 No. 483 Douglas D.C.3 'Dakota'. Produced the high speed of a modern turbo-prop airliner 
in larger numbers than any other commercial with the capacity for vertical take-off and landing 
aircraft. The kit provides transfers for a civilian and held many records for speed and weight 
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1 No. 585 Boeing B-17G 'Flying Fortress'. 

This was the final and most successful version of 
the famous World War II bomber. The machine 
represented here is one of the 447 Bombardment 
Group of the U.S. 8th Air Force. Over 1 00 part kit 
which has a retractable undercarriage and many 
working features. 

2 No. 581 Avro 'Lancaster' B1. The famous 
'Lancaster' was armed with eight Browning 
machine guns and could carry a 22.000 pound 
'blockbuster'. The 17 inch wing span model 
features operating turrets, an optional position 
undercarriage and is in the markings of 'G for 
George' as flown by No. 460 Squadron R.A.A.F.

This was the flagship of Christopher 
Columbus when in 1492 he crossed the Atlantic to discover the 
continent of America. 

5 No. 69 Mayflower. This is tne tiny ship which in 1620 made 
her famous voyage to America carrying the Pilgrim Fathers; the 
voyage took 67 days. 

6 No. 68 Cutty Sark. Probably the most famous of all clipper ships 



was built in 1869 and is now lying in permanent dry dock at 
Greenwich. 

7 No. 161 Great Western. Launched in 1837, at which time she 
was considered a great feat of engineering, the Great Western was 
used on regular Atlantic crossings between 1 838 and 1 846.

1 No. M204F Julius Caesar (101-44 b.c.). A 

distinguished political and military figure, leader 
of the Roman Empire, Julius Caesar was murdered 
by Brutus and his fellow conspirators on the 1 5th 
of March 44 b.c. This detailed kit makes a perfect 
seven inch tall model of the famous Roman general. 

2 No. M210F Oliver Cromwell (1599-1658). 
A brilliant cavalry commander, his Ironsides army 
defeated the Royalists of Charles I in the Civil War. 
Appointed Protector in 1653, he accomplished 
religious, legal and moral reforms; he refused a 
crown in 1 657. 

3 No. M202F Black Prince (1330-1376). The 

eldest son of Edward III, he achieved fame as a 
brilliant and chivalrous army commander. Among his 
battle victories were Crecy, Poitiers and Limoges. 
His tomb is in Canterbury Cathedral. The superb kit 
reproduces every detail of his armour. 

4 No. M208F Napoleon (1769-1821). In 1804 
Napoleon became Emperor of the French after 
numerous battle victories. After a series of defeats he 
abdicated in 1814 and was exiled to Elba. He 
returned to be finally defeated at Waterloo. 

5 No. M201F Henry VIII (1491-1547). During his 
reign, which began in 1509, Henry VIII frequently 
waged war with France and Spain. He led the revolt 
against the Papacy in England and was responsible 
for the dissolution of the monasteries. 

6 No. M203F Richard I (1157-1199). As King. 
Richard Coeur de Lion (Lion Heart) spent barely 
six months in England. Returning from a Crusade, 
he was captured in Germany and imprisoned for two 
years. On his release for ransom, he waged war 
against France and was killed while besieging the 
castle of Chaluz. 

7 No. M207F Yeoman of the Guard. Dating from 
1485, this is one of the oldest military corps in the 
world. Their duties today are mainly associated with 
Court ceremonies. 

8 No. M211F Charles I (1600-1649). Charles 
succeeded his father in 1625. After financial trouble 
he dissolved Parliament. In 1642 he instigated the 
first of two civil wars, in both wars he was defeated 
by Cromwell and was executed in January, 1649. 

9 No. M206F Lifeguard Trumpeter. Raised in 
1660 from landed gentlemen who supported 
Charles II. Today, together with the Royal Horse 
Guards, they provide the mounted escort on State 
occasions and the guard in Whitehall. 

10 No. M212F Boy Scout. Founded by Baden- 
Powell. the Boy Scout movement is today world- 
wide and this authentic model accurately represents 
a contemporary Queen's Scout. 

11 No. M205F Coldstream Guardsman. Raised 
in 1650, they originally fought for Cromwell in 
Scotland. The red plume and pairs of tunic buttons 
distinguished them from the other Guards regiments. 

12 No. M209F Joan of Arc (1412-1431). After 
her hearing of 'voices' she helped in the relief of 
Orleans in 1429. Subsequently tried for sorcery and 
heresy and was burned at the stake. In May, 1920, 
she was canonised.
